Niedringhaus Saves Warner. 


When the sixtieth ballot was taken last 

night: the, Kereng men were voting for War- 
ner and the Niedringhaus men were divid 
between Niedringhaus and Capt. Henry King 
of St. Louis. . Niedringhaus this morning 
went to each of his friends and personally 
asked them to vote for Warner. With some 
of them he had to talk a long time. 

On all the ballots Francis M. Cockrell, for 
twenty-four years democrate senator from 
Missouri, had eighty-three votes, only five 
short of the number necessary to elect, while 
on the sixth Warner had sixty-seven votes, 
Only five Niedringhaus men stood out. 

At this point R. C. Kerens, who had spent 
thousands of dollars in his effort to defeat 
Niedringhaus, both for the caucus nomina- 
tion and election, walked down the aisle with 
Senator J. W. Peck of Atchison county. 
Representative Richardson of Kansas City, 
another Kerens man, followed. It was their 
plan to cause a stampede at once. 


Kerens, Pale, Quits Race. 
As Kerens walked to the speaker's rostrum 


that the joint session dissolve, The repub- 
licans tried to prevent Lieut. Gov. McKinley 
from recognizing McDavid, but the presiding 
officer did so. McDavid demanded a roll call. 
The republicans tried to get him to withdraw 
his motion. Some democrats made the same 
request, but McDavid insisted. 

The roll call proceeded with difficulty, but 
the Kerene men had their cue and beat the 
motion, 91 to 82. Confusion was on every 
side when Mr. Kerens arose. His friends 
yelled. Kerens was pale. 

“Just a moment, gentlemen of the joint 
assembly,’’ he began, “and gallantry re- 
minds me that ladies also are present. I do 
not need to say to you that Iam arepublican. 
My record speaks for that. We are here for 
the performance of a duty. This general as- 
sembly is republican. It is your duty to elect 
a United States senator. I say, let it Be a 
republican. [Cheering.] If a majority of 
this assembly wishes to name Maj. Warner 
of Kansas City, I say, repeating what I said 
last night, ‘God speed the action.’ BHlect him 
if you can do so.” 


Riot Starts in Fist Fight. 


A democratic motion to take a recess of 
thirty minutes was voted down. Then pan- 
demonium broke loose. It was nearly 2:30 
o’clock and only a half hour from the time 
set for the final adjournment. An attempt 
was made to stop the clock on the east wal! 
of the house. 

A few democrats stood under the clock to 
prevent it from being moved. The repub- 
licans immediately became excited. They 
tried to carry a ladder totheclock. Houston 
of Cass grabbed the ladder and threw it out 
of the window. A fist fight followed, with 
many men involved. 

The republicans were frantic. When David 
Nelson got into the fray with McKinley 
desks were knocked from the floor. The re- 
publicans picked up file books and began 
throwing them at the clock. The giiss was 
broken, but the pendulum kept swinging. 


Ink Bottles Thrown by Member. 

Stewart of Warren solved the situation by 
throwing ink bottles at the clock. Ink was 
scattered over the women’s dresses, and the 
desks, floor, and wall around the clock. The 
crowd yelled and women shrank away. 

Finally Stewart hit the clock and broke the 
pendulum. Part of the house looked as if 
a cyclone had struck it. ; 

Even then the fight did not stop, for some 
legislator picked up a window stick and 
pushed the hands of the timepiece around 
past 3 o'clock. 

Meanwhile, down in the center of the house 
Chief Clerk Russell was trying to call the 
seventh roll. Secretary Cornelius Roach, 
when Senator McDavid appealed from the 
décision of the chair, refused to proceed until 
some semblance of order had been restored. 

Russell finally grabbed the senate roll cafi 
and began shouting the mames. It was al- 
most impossible to hear his cries and abso- 
lutely impossible to hear the responses, hard- 
ly any of which were made. Yet Russell pro- 
ceeded with the mock roll. Homer Mann of 
Kansas City, Biggs of St. Louis, and other 
republicans surrounded him, fearing the roll 
would be snatched by the democrats. 


Mock Roll Call Makes Trouble. 

Nelson in a short time became convinced 
Bickley of St. Louis was shouting the re- 
sponses. He yelled to Bickley to quit. 
Bickley laughed, and Nelson began running 
around the end of the long journal desk and 
up the space behind Russell. Frank Farris 
and Senator Kineely of St. Louis grabbed 
him. He fought desperately, but with the 
assistance of others he was quieted, while 
Bickley made his escape back to the hall. 

The Nelson episode was only an incident to 
the rapid mock roll call. President pro tem 
Fields of the senate went up to the speaker’s 
chair and mounted the desk. Speaker Hill 
stood beside him. They are big men, more 
than six feet tall, and each weighing nearly 
250 pounds. 

Paar waved their arms up and down and 
tried to quiet the mob.

MUST HAVE OWN PIPE LINE. 


eceiver for Standard Concern to Be 
Sought by Producers. 


Independence, Kas., March 18.—[Special.]— 
“Quit sizzling and play the game as the 
Standard plays it,’”’ was the advice given to 
the Kansas Oil Producers’ association here 
today by Mise Ida M. Tarbell. 

“As to your legislature,” she told the 
more than 1,000 producers present, ‘‘ it seems 
to me it has struck fundamental! principles. 
It aims to give you free competition in manu- 
facture and it puts a stop to the prohibitory 
and discriminating rates on oil freight. It 
aims to stop the cut throat competition inthe 
markets and it makes the great system of 
pipes on which the oil industry depends for 
reaching a market a common carrier. 


“Get Down to Business Now.” 

“There may be practical difficulties in 
werking out some of these bills. The great 
thing is that you should not give up your 
effort to establish freedom in the oil industry 
in your state. The great thing is that your 
principles are right. 

“ What you should do now is to get down 
to business. Please note that the time you 


dard Oil company spends in putting up one 
or two 50,000 barrel tanks and laying ten or 
twenty miles of pipe line, and refining tens 
of thousands of barrels of oll. It is keeping 
uiet and doing business. 

. “It seems to me the time has come for oil 
men in Kansas dissatisfied with the way the 
Standard Oil company is handling their ofl to 
take a lesson from the Standard itself. 


“The time has come for you to study the 
oll problem as the Standard Oil company 
studies it, to find out the exact relation of 
your oil production to the ofl market of the 
world, and then, by means of independent 
pipe lines, to reach the markets. 

“ Remember, there is a world market. The 
Standard Oil company by no means monopo- 
lizes this market. Your problem is to get 
into touch with the world market. You 
cannot do this by cursing the Standard Oil 
company, neither can you do it simply by 
demanding and securing the best legislation 
which honest men can devise for you. 

“If you are to succeed in your oll fight 
you must follow up legislation by doing busi- 
ness, ‘sawing wood.’ My advice, then, to the 
Kansas oil producer ts to play the oil game 
as well as the Standard plays it, but with 
due regard for the rights of men, ,some- 
thing the Standard never has done. Stop 
sizzling and play the game.” 


“Soul in Fight,” Says Gov. Hoch. 

“The heart and soul, the mamhood, and 
the womanhood of Kansas are in this fight,” 
said Gov. Hoch, the other speaker, “and 
Kansas is going to win or be wiped off the 
map. The state refinery is going to open and 
stay in business. It is the sole purpose of 
the people of Kansas now to make the Stand- 
ard Oil company decent.

Oil Men to Attack in Court. 


Application will be made early next week 
to the District court of Neosho county fora 
receiver for all of the Prairie Oll and Gas 
company’s pipe lines in Kansas. The com- 
pany is in the trust. In the petition which 
the oll producers will file at Erie will be a 
request that the Prairie Oil company be 
enjoined from tearing out its pipes connect- 
ing it with wells from which it has refused to 
take oil. 

The announcement made last night that 
the Standard Oil company will take only 
enough oil in Kansas to hold its charter re- 
sulted in this decision by the convention. 

The receivership of the pipe Hnes under 
the direction of the state court will enable 
the producers to learn whether the common 
carrier bill is practicable or not. On Monday 
or Tuesday 1,000 barrels of oi] will be offered 
to the Prairie Oil and Gas company by the 
Kaneas and Texas Oil company of Chanute 
for traneportation to Kansas City, Kas, un- 
der the provisions of the common carrier law. 
If the oll is refused the application for a re- 
ceiver will be filed immediately.

JOHN HAY HAS A COLLAPSE 


Several Fainting Spells Are Only 
Overcome with Great Effort. 


GRIP CAUSE OF WEAKNESS. 


Secretary of State Sails for Europe for 
a Six Weeks’ Rest. 


New York, March 18.—[{Special.]—Secre- 
tary of State John Hay and Mrs. Hay sailed 


j 4t noon today for Naples on the White Star 


liner Cretic. Mr. Hay virtually was in @ 


‘state of collapse as he boarded the ship. He 


was so feeble that the climbing of the fitght 
of stairs leading to the second floor of the 
pier proved too great an effort, and hé nearly 
fell at the top. He was unable to walk the 
remaining distance to the gangplank, and 
was taken in a wheeled chair. 

By his friends and relatives who were at 
the pier grip was assigned as the cause of 
his weakness. It was not generally known 
that Mr. Hay had been suffering from in- 
fluenza, although it had been given out at 
Washington that he needed rest and recrea- 
tion. 


Nearly Faints on the Stairway. 

Mr. Hay was assisted from his cab by 
Henry. White, ambassador to Italy. His 
walk of a few steps to the foot of the stairs 
was taken slowly. These stairs contain 
nearly a hundred steps and turn twice on 
two landings before the top is reached. Mr. 
Hay started to climb slowly, leaning on the 
arm of Ambassador White and using his 
right hand to grasp the rail. At the first 
landing he seemed exhausted. For a mo- 
ment he was left alone. During this brief 
interval he clutched the rail to keep from 
falling. 

At the second landing Mr. Hay had to rest 
again. After three minutes’ rest the climb 
was resumed, but Mr. Hay almost had to be 
lifted. At the top of the landing his knees 
apparently gave away and he sank over 
backward almost into the arms of Ambassa- 
dor White. 

Passengers Run to Assist Him. 

His head sank down on his breast and it 
was thought he had fainted. Several by- 
standers and other passengers rushed to the 
seene to offer assistance, but Ambassador 
White waved them away. The secretary's 
friends and relatives gathered around him, 
shutting out the curious. 

Meantime Mr. Wadsworth and Clarence 
Hay fanned him, one with his hat and the 
other with a newspaper. Mr. Hay had not 
fainted, however. After a few minutes’ rest 
he said: 

“I guess I can go on now.”

Telegraphic communication with the re- 
treating Russian army has been cut forover 
‘twenty-four hours, but the authorities hope 
it is only temporary, declaring that they 
have no information that the Japanese have 
reached the railroad in Gen. Linevitel’s 
rear.

The effective 
work of the revolutionary committees daily 
is more apparent. Their organization seems 
to have been as thoroughly successful in. the 
country as it has been in the cities. One 
ingenious plan aione has sufficed to combine 
the millions of peasants against the land 
|owners, in the full conviction that they are 
fighting for what legally is their own. This 
has been accomplished by the successful 
propagation of reports that the czar has 
ordered a redistribution of agrarian 
lands, gtving all to the peasantry, at the same 
time handing over to them the forest lands. 
Millions of. peasants believe in this nonex- 
istent ukase, and also that the civil officials, 
the police, and the land owners are resisting 
its execution. | 

Peasants Cutting Timber. 

Believing that the forest lands are 
theirs, thousands of the peasants 
began cutting the Kurland forests, near the 
boundary of Witebsk. Troops were sent to 
‘prevent the raiders. Their attempt to do so, 
however, was not energetic, and finally seven 
landowners, with all their retainers, as- 
sisted by the police, coSperated and marched 
on the timber cutters. After a severe fight 
on the ice of the river Doina. the peasants 
withdrew, but they have recommenced cut- 
Prince Ouronspoff, gov- 
ernor of the densely populated province of 
Poltava, fearing disorders, issued a regula- 
tion replacing the passports system.. Every 
householder was ordered to keep a list of the

FRENCH FAITH IN RUSSIA GONE. 


First View That Retreats. Were, Part 
of Strategic Plan Abandoned 
\ Paris Military Critics. 


PARIS, March 18.—The Russian defeats, 
culminating with Gen. Kouropatkin’s recall, 
have completely shaken French. official and 
public opinion concerning Russia’s ability 
successfully to make head against the compli- 
The first view that the Russian re- 
verses were paft of a strategic plan is now 
entirely abandoned, and all comment turns 
on Russia's accumulating misfortunes. 

The recognized Russian organ, the Echo 
de Paris, says Kouropatkin follows the path 
of Alexieff, Stoessel, Orloff, Stark, Gripen- 
berg, and a long list of others in various 
stages of investigation and disgrace, and a 
dispatch announcing that Capt. Clado has 
been relieved of all functions appears to em- 
phasize the condition of Ruasia's military 
demoralization. 

The Figaro says Kouropatkin was the vic- 
tim of overprudence and lack of audacity. 

Military critics point out that Gen. Line- 
vitch did not graduate from the school of 
cadets or the military academy, bat began 
his service as a volunteer and a private. 
While a subordinate officer during the Russo- 
Turkish war Linevitch first met Kouropat- 
kin, then a captain. The latter represents 
the student soldier, while Linevitch repre- 
sents the man from the ranks. 

The peace prospects, although recently con- 
sidered bright, now seem fo have disap- 
peared. The officiais say this is due mainly 
to Japan's insistence that Russia shall sue 
for peace, whereas Russian pride prevents 
her from taking the initiative. Therefore, 
it is believed that the war will be indefinitely 
prolonged, with the prospect of a steady 
series of Japanese successes above Mukden. 

Japan's approach to Siberia is considered 
one of the momentous epochs of the war and 
as marking the first Japanese possession of 
Asiatic territory hitherto held by a European 
power. The effect of Japan’s advance to 
Harbin will be to control the Transsiberian 
railroad and the entire sweep of eastern 
Siberia, including Vladivostok. It is realized

Says He Had No Personal Reason for 
Taking Life, but Has No Remorse 
‘for Deed—Conféssion Gives “Outline 
Policy of Terrorists, Which Is 
‘Death for Death”—Cabinet Officer

spondence. }—Repreasion of the ideas which 
he believed to be right, prison and the indig- 
nities heaped upon him by gendarme and 
guard, the murder of his friends, the mal- 
treatment of his mother by the police, the al- 
leged butchery of the Russian peasantry, and 
a score of other cruelties perpetrated upon 
the Russian people by Von Plehve, the min- 
ister of the interior, are declared by Saso- 
neff, the assassin of Von Plehve, to be the 
cause of his deed. 
Before his death the assassin told of the 
events which led up to his act. is state- 
ment was lengthy. It was to have been read 
to the court, but the hurried session pre- 


vented and he satisfied himself with a 
brief statement. 
Tells of Society’s Purpose. 


Sasoneff portrayed the purposes of the 
fighting section of the social democrats. He 
declared it was an organization of peace, that 
resorted to force only when absolutely nec- 
“ Terror against terror,” he alleged, 
was the propaganda. “Death for death, 
wounds for wounds, and dishonor for dis- 
honor. His statement follows:

Beaten and Fired Upon. 

“We are persecuted as government crim- 
inals and subject to punishment for partici- 
pation in club meetings where we discuss 
our tasks. We are subjected to humiliating 
corporal punishment, beaten with knouts, 
trampled over by horses, and firea on when 
we decide to come out into the air to declare 
publicly our views and express our demands. 

“The method of fighting of the party is 
by means of word, proof, and conviction, and 
this is the only means of agitation’ which the 
party has and upon which the party is con- 
ducted. 

“ The sad necessity of terroristic acts falls 
on the party wholly taken up with a peaceful 
fight. Terroristic acts are a necessity which 
suddenly fall on the party as something ir- 
relevant and foreign to its original aims.

When 
I ran away from Siberia I feit that spirits 
were behind me and would not leave me 
either \by night or day, whispering to me: 
You must, you must.’

Minister Plehve' I felt that I had no right to 
my peaceful life. By killing Plehve I did 
only what my conscience demanded of me, 
and only regret that his coachman perished 
and Capt. Tzvetzinsky was wounded.’’

An attempt on the part of the International 
Harvester company to secure permission to 
build a switch track over a portion of the 
turning basin in the north branch of the 
river at Diversey avenue has aroused bitter 
opposition ffom the Chicago River Luprove- 
ment association. A subcommittee of the 
streets and alleys committee (north) of the 
council, consisting of Ald. Reinberg, Ehe- 
mann, and Schmidt (23) has decided to rec- 
ommend the permit, and the. matter will go 
to the committee on compensation Monday 
afternoon at 2:30 o'clock. 

At the same time Capt. D. Sullivan, presi- | 
‘dent of the river improvement association, 
and R. J. Dunham, secretary, will go before 
the mayor and register a vigorous protest,

- Would Destroy Turning Basin.. 


The turning basin, is just south of the Di- 
versey avenue. bridge and is two.miles from 
‘the new basin which the government is build- 
ing at North avenue at a cost of $250,000. 
The river at the widest point in the basin at 
Diversey avenue is 450 feet wide, the “bulge” 
forming a miniature bay in the harvester

“The proposition to build a.track across 
the basin is but a pretense,” said Capt. Sul- 
“The real purpose is to 
render the land back of it useless to the city 
and then obtain it for the campany’s own use 
at a nominal figure—or gratis. The company 
also owns land north of the bridge, and it is 
evident that its officers wish to conmect with 
this land so the cutting off of the river will 
not end with the turning basin. 


Vital to Property Owners. 


“The Diversey avenue turning basin is of 
incalculable value to both navigators and 
to the property intefests on the river in ¢bat 
The one in North avenue is of 
little use to those boats that go farther up 
the river, and if the boats are compelleé to 
go backward for two miles it will entail 

expense. This expense must come ou 
the shipper, so that the navigation interests 


not the only ones affected.

JOHN M. HARLAN DENOUNCES 
“THE DAILY ASSASSIN.” 


Turns All His Big Guns on the Two 
Papers and South Water Street 
Business Men Applaud Him — De- 
clares Such Abuse Always Means 
Victory—Tells What a Democratic 
Victory Here Would Mean — Not 


Afraid of “Imported” Cartoonist. | 


John Maynard Harlan’s fighting qualities 
came to the front in his address yesterday 
noon to South Water street business men in 
the ordinary at the Sherman house, when, in 
the strongest language he has used since 
the opening of the campaign, he flayed WIiU- 
fam R. Hearst and Mr. Hearst’s newspapers.

of the American was now stopping at his 
hotel—the Virginia—with that end in view. 


Invective Wins Hearty Applause. 

With every invective at his command and 
amid applause that indicated that the men 
of South Water street were sympathetic 
listeners, the republican mayoralty candi- 
date told how the attempt to “ put out of 
business ’’ Roosevelt and Deneen had given 
them larger pluralities than party managers 
had dreamed of. 

Coming out for municipal ownership 
stronger than at any time since his campaign 
opened, Mr. Harlan told how he finally would 
settle the traction question by submitting to 
the people—in the event that the traction 
companies proved obdurate—a proposition to 
build a subway and street car lines that 
would render the present lines practically 
worthless or give them, at least, to the city 
“at bargain counter rates.” 


Harlan Defies W. R. Hearst.

“Selma. you must keep your temper,” she 
said. “You have made an enemy of that 
girl. I‘ll show you a better way.” . 


“Smiles and Candy Win. 


At the next flat visited Miss Sorenson 
greeted the strike breaker with a smile. In the 
parlor there was-a short chat with nothing 
said about the strike, but plenty of gossip of 
parties and dances. Then one girl sat down at 
the piano and played. Later another took 
out a box of chocolates and offered them. 
When the “ callers "’ left Miss Sorenson said: 
Come arcund to our meeting at Jaeger’s 
hall some afternoon,’’ and the strike breaker 
promised. 

“I'll bet we win her,’”’ was Miss Sorenson’s 
comment. 
On the southwest side of the city another 
party of “ afternoon callers” in charge of 
Miss Marie Tambarina was visiting the 
Italian girls who deserted and went back to 
work in the finishing rooms of the big cloth- 
ing factories. -More girls were walking 
ceaselessly up and down Market street doing 


picket duty. 
Strike Affects Kenwood Hotel. 


The Kenwood hotel, Forty-seventh street 
and Kenwood avenue, was brought into the 
sphere of influence of the garment workers’ 
strike in the morning. Ed V. Price, president 
of the National Wholesale Tailors’ associa- 
tion, is one of the hotel guests, and for this 
reason, it is believed, the strikers’ pickets 
sought to cause a famine in the establish- 
ment. 
During an hour market wagone, milk wag- 
ons, and loads of ice headed for the kitchen 
of the hotel were turned back by girls acting 
as pickets for the garment workers. Man- 
ager F’. B. Tyson finally discovered the reason 
for the delay of his food supplies, and after 
a hurried telephone consultation with the | 
business agents of the teamsters’ unions euc- 
ceeded in arranging matters g6 that guests 
were kept waiting only thirty minutes for 
their noonday meal. 


Wholesale Tailors Issue Statement. 

Mr. Price in the afternoon iseued a state- 
ment for the manufacturers concerned in the 
strike, giving their side of the controversy. 
He said: 

“ So far as the National Wholesale Tailors’ 
association is concerned, there is no strike 
in this city. When the union officials called 
a general strike Nov. 17, 1904, out of the 15,- 
000 cutters and tailors employed by members 
of our association not more than 10 per cent 
quit? work. Between 80 and 90 per cent of 
our employés threw away their cards and 
refused to pay any more dues.to the union. 
Each one of our houses is in better shape 
today than it has been in-five years, running 
to the full capacity, with all the help that 
possibly could be used.” |

GIVES UP UNION FOR MINE. 


Daniel McDonald Resigns Office of Presi- 
dent of A. L. U. to Take Charge 


of Property. 


From president of the American Labor 
union, the sworn enemy of the mine operators 
of Colorado, to owner of a gold mine in Ne- 
vada is the step which Daniel McDonald has 
taken. After March 23 he no longer will be 
an organizer and agitator of labor. He will 
be looking after dividends in the heart of 
newly discovered prospects In the western 
state. 

McDonald’s resignation as head of the 
American Laber union is now in the hands of 
the executive board. It is believed that his 
retirement from active connection with the 


organization will be ratified. 
As head of his union McDonald took a 


leading advisory part in the digection of the 
fight of the Western Federation of Miners 
agains® the mine owners of Colorado. 

He was the first president of the American 
Labor union, being. chosen to that place 
when the rival of the American Federation of 
Labor was organized in 1888. A’ year ago the 
national headquarters ~ were moved from 
Butte, Mont., to Chicago.. His successor has 
not yet been selected.

Christopher Swenson, Who Threw Him- 
self in Front of Car, Is Believed In- 


spired by Father’s Example. 


The inquest yesterday in the case of 
Christopher Swenson of Rock Island, who 
committed suicide by throwing himself in 
front of an electric car near Hammond, Ind., 
Wednesday morning, developed a remark- 
able case of prenatal influence which is be- 
lieved to have driven the man to take his 
life. 

Two months before his bifth, thirty years 
ago, Swenson’s father is said to have com- 
mitted suicide by throwing himself before a 
passenger train near Rock Island. A few 
hours later, when his mother learned of her 
husband's death, she attempted to take her 
life by springing in front of a locomotive 
almost at the same spot where her husband 
was killed. Her life was saved, but her 
mind was affected. 

Swenson frequently, even when a child, 
talked of the suicide of his father, and is 
said to have spoken of the manner of his 
death as being the only way to “ escape from 
a world into which he never wished to 
come.”’ 

According to John Ross, Swenson’s broth- 
er-in-law, who went to Hammond to take 
charge of the body, Swenson left home to 
seek work and was unsuccessful. 

Before taking his life Swenson had de- 
stroyed all letters and papers that might 
have led to his identification and his name 
was not known until the arrival of Russ 


yesterday.

_ Judge Christian C. Kohlsaat, in the United 
States District court yesterday morning, in- 
dicated in an unmistakable way the atti- 
tude he is expected to take in the future to- 
ward Dr. John Alexander Dowie and the long 
pending bankruptcy proceedings.

which is being pressed home upon congres- 
sional leaders is the fact that for two years 
our expenditures have persisted in exceeding 
the receipts. Last year there was a prelim- 
inary. payment on the Panama canal to be 
provided for, but this year there has 


‘absolutely nothing except the normal ex- 


penses of the government duly appropriated 
for by congress. At thesession which closed 
March 4, congressional leaders made an at- 
tempt to cut down expenses. They did not 
succeed, and the expenses for the next fiscal 
year will be larger than forthisyear. There 
is no indication that the receipts will be 
heavier, and the outlook, therefore, is for a 
larger deficit as the years go by. . 

When congress meets in extra session tn 
October it will have before it the corrected 
figures for the fiscal year ending June 80, 
1905. These figures will show, I am certain, 
a situation in government finances which will 
meke it imperative that action be taken by 
congress. It is the simplest thing in the 


‘world to raise more money. It can be done 


in such a way that the people will not be 
aware of it. An additional dollar a barrel on 
beer would wipe out the deficit at once, It 
probably would not result in any change in 
the price of beer, nor in the quality, nor in the 
size of the glass which could be purchased 
over the bar for a nickel, which is never so 
nimble as when it purchases Nquid refresh- 
ments. 


Brewers Would Fight Plan. 


As a matter of course, this additional tn 
ternal revenue tax will fall on the brewers 


-simply and solely and for that reason it will 


be bitterly opposed by them. They naturally 
will say they should not be compelled to 
bear the burden of extravagant expenditures 
by congress, and their industry should not 
be asked to make up for a decline in import 
trade. These arguments are excellent in 
their way and will be strong ones with a great 
many members of congress. 
/ I may be letting the cat out of the bag, yet 
I have been informed by some good people 
that if the tariff is not to be touched at all a 
beer tax is a certainty, because it is one form 
of internal revenue which can be levied prac~- 
tically without additional expense to the 
government and equally without any per- 
ceptible effect upon the great mass of voters. 
There were a number of republican leaders 


who were opposed to taking off the extra 


tax from beer when the rest of the war 
revenue taxes were repealed. They believed 
then that the money ‘was ncssary, but in 
spite of the fact it was thought best, for pure- 
ly political rasons, to cut off all war revenue 
taxes so that republicans could go before the 
country on the clearly defined issue of having 
fought a successful war, paid for it without 
difficulty, and removed every vestige of 
taxation necessary to support the army and 
navy. 
Plan to Increase Revenue. 


If the tariff is to be touched it may not be 

necessary to inflict any additional taxes on 
the people. A reduction in rates on the great 
majority ‘of articles, within reasonable 
bounds, almost certainly would result in an 
increase in revenues. This has been the his- 
tory of tariff legislation, because, as a matter 
of course, excessive rates are always pro- 
hibitive. If they did not prohibit they 
wouldn't be excessive. 
. Looking at the situation six or seven 
months in advance it would seem to be a 
beer tax or tariff revision, because neither 
tea nor coffee could be subjected to duty 
without opening the doors for a revision of 
rates on other articles. The government 
must have more money within the next two 
or three years and a beer tax would satisfy 
every standpatter in the country, so that I 
believe it is likely to be seriously considered 
when congress meets.

SUES THE TOBACCO TRUST 
UNDER ANTI-LOTTERY LAW. 


District Attorney Jerome of New York 
Demands It Pay County $287,000 
Because of Guessing Contests. 


New York, March 18.—District Attorney 
Jerome has brought suits aggregating $287,- 
000 against the American Tobacco company, 
the Continental Tobacco company, the 
American Cigar company, and the Florodora 
Tag company, all subsidiary concerns of the 
American tobacco trust, for alleged violation 
of the lottery laws of the state. 

The suits grow out of guessing contests 
organized by the concerns. The companies a 
year ago offered $142,000 to those who mado 
the nearest guesses to the number of cigars 
of certain brands which would be taxed with- 
in a stated period of time by the federal gov- 
ernment. Later they offered $145,000 to those 
who made the nearest guesses of the actual 
number of votes cast for the winner of the 
last presidential election. 

According to the section of the penal code 
under which the suits are brought, even 
though the prizes offered have been paid, the 
companies again must pay the money, this 
time to the county of New York, should the 
district attorney win the suits.

Death Reveals Pitiful Story. 


“ Naida Blair,’’ as she chose to call herself, 
was dead. It caused little commotion in the 
place she had made her home during many 
months. Behind her sudden death Friday 
afternoon in the hallway of a rooming house 
at 86 Wells street, where she had sought 
refuge, is a pitiful story of a. long fight 
against the life of the street. 

Pneumonia and sudden was 
given yesterday as the cause of her death by 
the physicians who examined the body at 
148 Wells street, where it lies awaiting burial 
by a wealthy uncle. 

The young woman had kept her secret 
well, and no one knew it until Willtam 
Wright, member of the lumber firm of 
Wright & Craycroft, viewed the body yes- 
terday.

FIND NEGLECT STORY UNTRUE. 


Asylum Authorities State John Crane 
Was Well Treated at House 
of A. W. Reeves. 


Neigh 
officials of the Chicago Orphan asylum to 
have been the source of the reports of neg- 
lect of John Crane, the 12 year old boy who 
was returned to the asylum on March 8 by 
A. W. Reeves, 11500 Muskegon avenue, South 
Chicago. 

At the time of the lad’s return to the in- 
stitution a report was given out from the 
police station that he was suffering from 
frost bitten feet, had been neglected, and 
compelled to work beyond his strength. In- 
vestigation has proved that no policeman 
was sent to the Reeves house, but when no- 
tified that his presence was desired Mr. 
Reeves, who is the owner of a small truck 
farm, went to the asylum and took with him 
the boy, who was found to be in good physical 
condition. 

After the neglect allegations were disposed 
of Mr. Reeves told officials of the asylum 
he could not keep the boy longer, as he could 
not send him to school for nine months in the 
year. When he took the boy two years ago, 
he agreed to give him three months’ school- 
ing each year. Since then he has sent the 
boy to school for six months in each year 
and has treated him as a gon. 

Afer being returned to the asylum the 
boy begged to be allowed to go back to the 
Reeves house. 

Mr. Reeves later altered his decision re- 
garding the nine months’ schooling, and the 
asylum authorities are considering sending 
the boy back to him. In the severe cold 
weather last winter the boy was heard to 
complain-of the cold by neighbors and this 
gave rise to statements that his feet had 
been frozen and he had been neglected.

BY CONSTABLES, 


Judge Carter, in Censuring 


Louis Grossman, Says Whole 
‘System Is Wrong. . 


RELEASES AGED INVALID. 


Declares Taking of Mrs. Junge to 
Jail on $85 Execution 
‘Unjustifiable.. 


After declaring that, the entire constable 
system now operating {in Cook county was 
wrong, and that a poor person could not get 
justice under it, Judge Carter yesterday said 
that Constable Louis Grossman's action in 
taking Mra. Caroline Ju to the county jail 
| while she was critically il] was the most 
flagrant abuse of a constable’s power ever 
brought to his attention. 

Mra. Junge was taken to the jail in an am- 
bulance, while fll, to satisfy a ju ent for 
$35 which the constable attempted to collect 
at 6 o'clock in the evening, after all courts 
had closed. It developed later that Mrs. 
Junge could not be held responsible for the 
debt for which she was compelled to remain 
one night in jail. She was discharged by 
Judge Carter yesterday. 

“The fee system must be abolished if a 
poor person is to get justice at the hands of 
constables,"’ said Judge Carter. ‘‘ This case 
looks suspiciously like an attempt to coerce 
a poor old woman into paying a debt which 
she conlid not be compelled to pay by any 
court, The papers were served after every 
court was closed, as is often done by con- 
stables who fear that they have not a strong 
case and hope to frighten their victims into 
making the payments. Such measures as

Dick Higham, one of the oldtime baseball 
players, died at the St. Luke’s hospital at 
11:35 yesterday morning from pneumonia and 
dropsy. 

Higham was born in England fifty-three 
years ago and came to New York City wita 
his parents when a boy.

Heavyweight Amateur Who Made 


Such a Farcical Showing Against 
Sam Berger at San Francisco on 
Wednesday Is Classed as a ‘‘No Ac- 
Seount”’ and Likened Unto “Mexican 
Pete” Everett—Next Big Battle on 
Coast Between Johnson and Hart. 


(BY GEORGE SILER.) 


Munroe, its ‘‘ Mexican Pete’ Everett, its 
Jim McCormick, and‘other big “no ac- 
counts,” but .it remained for the amateurs 


to i uce to the boxing world a heavy- 


weight that did not know as much about the 
game as a hog knows about Sunday. 

I refer to “ Big Bill’ Rickard, who was 
transported. to San Francisco from Chicago 
to contest for the amateur heavyweight 
on Wednesday night against 
the present holder of the title, Sam Berger. 
Bill was boomed, from San Francisco, as be- 
ing the greatest amateur boxer that ever 
donned a glove, and was made to say that 
after he wiped up the ring with Berger he 
would go after and win the professional 
heavyweight championship from Jim Jeff- 
The San Francisco publications even went 
so far as to state that Rickard was being 
heavily backed by Chicagoans and that he 


had beaten the best men in the middle west. 


His end of it was worked up as strongly as 
was Munroe’s when that “ false alatm " was 
matched to fight Jeffries. ° These highly col- 
ored statements undoubtedly had their ef- 
fect, as the Frisco unsophisticated public 
not only bet on him but went to the hall 
to see him perform. 

Less than half a round sufficed to place him 
where he had been before his name appeared 
in print, and during his short stay in the 
ring he demonstrated that boxing gloves 
were as foreign to him as were his name and 
his reputation to Chicagoans. 

I question if the promoter of the affair, 


Aleck Greggains, was imposed upon to any 


extent by Rickard or his manager, Dick 
Green, as a line to any authoritative pugflis- 
tic writer in this city regarding “‘ Big Bill's ” 
fistic abilities would haye placed him on the 


right track if he cared to be placed there. 


Rickard, like others béfore him, has come 
and gone, but his advent in the amateur 


ring was instructive insofar as it improved 


his geographical knowledge of the country 
between Chicago and San Francisco. 
Although Battling Nelson signed to fight 
Jimmy Britt before he fought “ Young” 
Corbett, some doubts exist as to whether 


or not he and James Edward will exchange 


wallops. The present hitch in their pro- 


posed battle cropped up seVeral days ago 


when Billy Nolan, Nelson's manager, ac- 
cused Jim Coffroth, manager of the Yo- 
semite club, under whose auspices the boys 
had signed to fight, of giving Britt a larger 


percentage than Nelson. 


The latter, it appears, agreed to fight 
for 55 per cent of the gross receipts, but 
welched on the proposition when he learned 
that Britt had signed for 10 per cent more. 
Nolan's accusation led to a heated argu- 
ment, and wound up by his declaring off the 


| match. This did not disconcert Coffroth, at 


least such is the inference, as he informed 
Nolan he had secured Jabez White, the 
English champion, as a substitute for Nel- 
son. Twenty-four hours later it developed 
Coffroth was using Jabez for a club to beat 
Nelson into line, as he and others interested 
in the match dropped the'club and began 
using salve to hold Nelson to his contract. 

At this writing Nolan and Nelson are still 
holding out for 65 per cent. There is no 
doubt that Nelson is as strong an attraction 
as is Britt, but that does not justify his 
welching on his agreement. 

If he considered 56 per cent an inducement 
large enough to justify his signing the arti- 
cles, he should live up to his contract re- 


gardiess of the remuneration Britt was to 


receive for attaching his signature to the 
contract. Coffroth will undoubtedly com- 
promise, as he knows a box office attrac- 
tion without falling over it. He probably 
had in mind stacking White against Britt, 
but when he learned that the Frisco fight 
public had had its fill of unknown quantities, 
he tacked towards the Dane and his man- 
ager. Britt, naturally, prefers exchanging 
ring curtesies with the Englishman regard- 
less of the amount of the rake off, as he fig- 
ures White would not keep him as busy as 
would Nelson, dodging gloves. 

Champion lightweight Joe Gans returned 
from his chase to the coast for a battle with 
Jimmy Gardner, Britt, Netson, or any other 
lightweight that wanted his game. Two 
months ago Gans received word that he had 
been matched to fight Jimmy Gardner, who, 
at the time, had a fight on with ane Kelly at 
Denver. 

That, however, would not have interfered 
with his clinching a match with Gans had the 
Frisco promoters dealt fairly with him. The 
champion and his manager, Al Herford, were 
offered all sorts of financial inducements to 


‘fight while Gardner, it was reported, was re- 


fused transportation for two from Denver. 
That. however, is ancient history. Gans is

challenge to fight any man in the world at 
133 pounds, weigh in at 6 o'clock, or 134 
pounds ringside.

TRAINING SEASON UNDER WAY AT 
SOUTHERN TRACKS. 


Trotters and Pacers Are Getting Early 
‘Work at Memphis, Louisville, and 
Lexington—First Named Is Patro- 
mised by the Leading Trainers with 
“Pop” Geers at the Head—Four 
Grand Circuit Courses May Give the 
Every Heat a Race Plan a Trial.

The training season is now fully under way 
at the three southern tracks, where the 
trotters and pacers are given early fast 
work—Memphis, Icuisville, and Lexington. 

Of course, the Memphis course, by reason 
of its superb condition and magnificent 


equipment, is the center of attraction, and. 


there are to be found the leading ‘trainers, 
with “ Pop” Geers at the head of the class. 
The Tennesseean will have a strong stable 
this season if present appearances go for 
anything, and it begins to look as if in the 
early stakes for green pacers he would 
have things pretty much his own way with 
Walter Direct. When it was announced 
that Her Grace, that beat 2:05 at Memphis 
last fall, had been sold to an easterner it 
was taken for granted that she would meet 
“Walter Direct in the Chamber of Commerce 
stake at Detroit and other early events for 
glow class sidewheelers, but Dick Wilson, 
-who is to train the mare, says that none of 
his horses will be ready to start before the 
. }Readville (Boston) meeting in August, so that 

‘at Detroit, Cleveland, and Buffalo Walter 

' Direct will not have the great young mare 
to beat. 

Good String for Geers. 

Geers will have a lot of good trotters, and 
it may be said right now that Stanley Dillon 
will not be the least of them. When it is con- 
sidered that this horse, a big, bulky fellow, 
trotted to a mark of 2:07% last season, his 
first year on the turf, and that he showed 
phenomenal speed in a race at Hartford two 
weeks after he took that record, going lame 
in the hottest of the fight and being distanced 
for that reason only, it looks as if there is 
“not much in the 2:08 trotting class that com- 
pares with him. 

Up to the Hartford race Stanley Dillon had 
not been regarded by those who had seen 
him trot as a horse of great brushing capaci- 
ty, but after making a break in one of the 
heats of the Connecticut race he stepped a 
half in 1:02 in order to beat the distance flag. 
Millard Sanders, who gave Stanley Dillon his 
early education, regards him as one of the 
best trotters in sight today," basing his high 
estimate on the fact that with just sixty days’ 
work in California the horse trotted a mile 
In 2:15, starting his education at the three 
minute mark. Sanders says that no other. 
horse ever attained this rate of speed fora 
_mile with as little work »s Stanley Dillon 
had, and it is certain that when he stepped tn 
207% at Readville last summer he was go- 
ing well within himself and looked like a. 
2:06 horse right there. 


Indiana Product. | 

The latest. addition to: the Geers string is 
the gray trotter Choir Boy, eligible to the 2:16 
class. He is an Indiana product and won six 
races last season, losing but one. He stepped 
a mile better than 2:11 in the fall, and as he 
is ready to stand a Geers preparation he looks 
like a good thing in his class. Choir Boy is 
owned by Mr. Frank G. Jones of. Memphis, 
_ who will also campaign the roan trotter Tom 
Axworthy, that won the only two races he 
started last fall, taking a mark of 2:08. 
Millard S&nders had this horse, and Mr. 
Jones will leave him with that trainer. 
Sanders is busy at the Memphis track with a 
Jot of colts, mostly the get of Axworthy, 
and from what he-accomplished with the 
get of that stailion last season it is certain 
that he will have a phenomenally fast young- 
ster or two for the colt stakes next fall, while 
he believes Tom Axworthy capable of hold- 
ing his own with the aged trotters any day.

Ed Benyon has a lot of horses at Memphis, 
Jack Axworthy, that Sancers marked in 
2:15% as a 2 year old in 1904, being among 
them. It was expected tha: Benyon would 
cut quite a figure in the fast trotting classes 
this year with the gray gelding Doctor 
Strong, but the son of Strong Boy was taken 
sick at Lexington some weeks ago and has 
not yet been sent on to Memphis. The ex- 
Chicago matinée horse Lisonjero is aleo at 
Memphis, and his owner, an eastern man, 
says he is willing to start him against Sweet 
Marie and Tiverton if a purse is given by 
the grand circuit tracks for 2:05 trotters. 
This would put Lisonjero out of his class, but 
his owner says the horse worked a mile in 
2:06 last fall, and he looks for him to improve 
enough to make it interesting for the pair 
that made such a historic battle of the Tran- 
sylvania at Lexington last fall. Lisonjero 
was a wonderfully fast horse towards the 
close of his 1904 campaign, but that he can 
beat either Sweet Marie or Tiverton when 
they are ‘‘ good *’ does not seem probable, as 
each o1 them thas won a heat in better time 
than 2:05, which is something that not many 
. trotters accomplish.

Sweet Marie, by the way, is reported win- 
tering grandly at Los Angeles, and George 
Castle, the Chicago theater manager, who 
ig spending a few weeks on the Pacific coast, 
says she is fat as a seal, and in a letter to

is too high in flesh to be got ready for next 
summer's campaign. The big mare, how- 
ever, was’ fleshed up like a draft horse when 
she was winning her sensational races last 


» year, and at the close of the campaign looked

Next to Ulysses Grant the mili 

of the civil war that looms more oaxs sped 
appeals more strongly than any other to 
popular imagination, both in this country 
and in Hurope, is that of Gen. Lee, and the 
admiration entertained for him is as warm 
today im the north as it is in the south. In 
the war of 1870 the two most crushing de- 
feats inflicted by the Germans upon the 
French were that of Sedan and that of Gen. 
Bourbaki. Marshal MacMahon was in com- 
mand of the French forces at Sedan at the 
moment when they, were enveloped by the 
Germans, much in \the same way that the 
Russians were surrounded by the Japanese 
at Mukden, and only a wound received dur- 
ing the course of the day enabied him to 
delegate to a subordinate the signing of the 
capitulation by means of which not only an 
immense army but also the emperor him- 
self were surrendered to the foe. Yet Mac- 
Mahon at the close of the war was placed by 
the nation in command of its military forces, 
and, like Gen. Grant, subsequently was 
elected by the people to the presidency of the 
republic, dying full of years and honors and 
ag ge by the entire nation.

complete tham the rout of the French army 
under Bourbaki during the following winter 
of 1870-1871, which, being in the southeast of 
France at the time, I witnessed. Bourbaki 
had been suddenly placed in command of a

Hiscountrymen, when he recovered, 
showed their appreciation of the fact that, 
although defeated, he had, like Kouropatkin, 
done the best he could with the inferior ma- 
teriai at his disposal, by investing him with 
one of the most important military com- 
mands, which, im spite of his avowed loyalty 
to the Bonapartes, he was allowed by the 
republic to retain until old age and infirmity 
compelled him to tender his resignation from 
active service. . 


Osman Pasha Ido! of Turks. 


Turkey was completely defeated by Russia 
in the war of 1877. Yet if today one is asked 
for the names of the most conapicuous fig- 
ures of that campaign, those of the Russian 
Gen. Skobeleff and of Osman Pasha will im- 
mediately rise to the lips. Skobeleff by rea- 
son of his dash _and extraordinary bravery, 
by an amazing immunity 
from harm, caused him to be looked upon as 
one of the legendary heroes of old Russia 
by his soldiers and by the masses, and Osman 
Pasha on account of his splendid defense at 
Plevna. 
ulate, after a gallant but fruitless attempt to 
cut his way out, Osman was released on 
parole, and on his return to Constantinople 
was loaded with honors by the sultan, re- 
maining until the end of his days the most 
influential and trusted friend of his sover- 
eign and the idol of the nation. 

In the recent war in South. Africa the ae- 
feated Boer generals, such as De Wet, 
Botha, and Joubert, may be said to have car- 
ried off the honors, and their names are 
likely to be remembered for a longer time in 
connection with the struggle than those of 
their victors. Even those English command- 
ers who met with crushing reverses, such as 
Sir Redvers Buller, Sir Charles Warren, and 
Lord Methuen, have been most generously 
treated by the British government in the 
way of rewards and by their countrymen 
with manifestations of undiminished popu- 
larity and esteem. Lord Methuen, indeed, 
one of the most persistently unfortunate of 
the English generals, holds today an im- 


portant command in England. 


Vanquished Hailed by People. _ 

The Austrian field marshal, Benedek, who 
was in chief commend of the Austrian armv 
on the occasion of its crushing defeat by the 
Prussians at Sadowa in 1866, was, it is true, 
relegated to oblivion after the restoration 
of peace and subjected to so much neglect 
that he eventually committed suicide. But 
he brought this upon himself by hfs action in 
endeavoring to transfer the blame for the 
disaster to members of the imperial f-c-nily, 
and, above all, to Field Marshal Cou.t Ed- 
ward Clam-Gallas, whom he charged not 
only with incompetence and disobedience but 
even with treachery, charges which could not 
in any way be sustained, all proceedings 
against the count being stopped by Emperor 
Francis Joseph. The latter, indeed, when he 
himself returned to Vienna, after the terri- 
ble reverses of his army at the battle of 
Solferino, where he had assumed personal 
command of the Austrian forces—the defeat 
entailing the loss to the house of Hapsburg 
of all its possessions in frorthern Italy—was 
hailed by his people with even more enthu- 
siastic tokens of affection and loyal devotion 
than those accorded to him when he had rid- 
den forth from his capital to what all his 
people believed would prove to be a victory 
for Austrian arms. They realized that he 
had done his best for them.

ENGLAND IS SWEPT BY STORM: 
WIND ATTAINS 100 MILES. 


Drought Is Followed by Series of Ter- 
Tifie Deluges, Sinking Ships Off 
Dover. |

LONDON, March 18.—If this country was 

in a general state of alarm only two weeks 

ago at the prolonged drought, it is having 
plenty of rain now. The last week has seen 
nothing but a series of terrific deluges. 

The united kingdom has been swept by a 
hurricane which is regarded as the most 
violent for a generation. At its height the 
velocity was tremendous. Houses were 
stripped of roofs and doors and windows 
were demolished. Fortunately few lives were 
lost on land, although the record of disasters 
at sea ie large. 

It is estimated that on the south and west 
coasts the velocity of the wind was within 
one or two points of the utmost strength it is 
possible for it to attain. In Edinburgh the 
wind gauge at the royal observatory regis- 
tered a velocity of ninety miles an? nour, 
while during some gusts it was believed 
100 miles velocity actually was experienced. 
According to the reading of the anemometer 
kept by the Cork harbor commissioners at 
Rochespoint the velocity of the wind there 
reached seventy-four miles an hour, which 
is the greatest ever recorded by theJnstru- 
men since it was placed at Rochespoint, 
greater than in October, 1896. when the 
Daunts rock Hghtship Puffin foundered at 
its moorings off the harbor with all hands. 

An exciting scene was witnessed off Dover. 
A ship was seen under full sail running be- 
fore the wind, when there came a gudden 
fierce squall. The squall was brief. but after 
it had passed no trace of the ship was to be 
seen.

and meditate war while talking peace. But 
there are practica] reasons for believing that 
it will be many years before there will be 
occasion for the’ United States to distrust 
Japan. When the war with Russia is over, 
no matter how favorably it may turn out 


_ | tor Japan, that country will be so exhausted 


that it will not have the means, even if it 
have the desire, for new ambitious under- 
takings. The efforts of the Japanese states- 
men will be devoted to the slow work of 
recuperation—to taking care of the national 


‘debt ‘and building up national industry and 


commerce. The victorious armies will be 


disbanded and the soldiers will go to work. 


The Japanese statesmen sNould. be given 
credit for some common sense. They are 
not men of the type of Genghis Khan and | 
Timur. They do not believe that they can | 
overrun the earth because of a few rvic- 
tories. They know when to stop. It must 
amuse them—if it does not irritate them— 
when they hear what the American alarm- 
ists are Saying about Japanese plots against 


| the United States. Japan has not so many 


friends that she ean afford to make new 
enemies. 


FIRE ESCAPES AS STORE-ROOMS. 

A New York flat is said to consist of a 
Louis Quinze hall, a Henry VIII. bath- 
room, and a@ Richelieu back porch. The 
tenants are therefore excusable, or at least 
intelligible, if they permit their household 
goods to exude on to the fire escape. One 
must have some place to put the piano. 

But a fire broke out in New York the, 
other day. It broke ont in a flat building’ 
in which the fire escapes were being used 
as supplements to the flats. Then the prac- 
tice of living out-doors was seen to have 
some disadvantages. Escape from the fire 
was cut off. Lives were lost. The blocked 
fire escapes became the scenes of tragic 
struggles and of agonizing deaths. 

All along the elevated roads in Chicago 
one can see fire escapes where these strug- 
gles and these deaths might easily be re- 
enacted. Two weeks ago they would have 
furnished but a petty text for a sermon. 
Now, with the New York illustration at 
hand, they are worth a long sermon and 
an attentive audience. 

But let the sermon be boiled down. Its 
residuum is this: Keep the fire escapes. 
clear. It may pain the ten to see them: 
outside; not working, just ding at ease. : 
But they may be needed at any moment.and 
they should be rested and mamnenmingeed and 
‘ready for. action. 


AMERICANS AT OXFORD. 

They say that the Americans at Oxford 
are “adaptable.” They probably are. 
Most Americans are. It is a national] trait. 
It is worth a few moments’ attention. 

The “adaptable” Americans at Oxford 
have a phrase, It is “ playing the game.” 
They say that they play the game. When 
they meet a new situation they play up to 
it. The; don’t behave exactly as they would 
if they were in some other situation, At 
Oxford they bear in mind the fact that they 
are dealing with Oxonians. At Kabul they 
would bear in mind the fact that they were 
dealing with Afghans. 

The English have a contrary virtue. They 
are not famous for flexibility. Wherever 
they areitis England. They havetraversed 
the deep water of both hemispheres and 
“ salted it down with their bones.” “There 
is not a sea of all the seas but bears some 
English dead.” Nevertheless, alive or dead, 
the Englishman is an Englishman and he 
will call for his morning tub just as if he 


| were in London. 


Only lately there has been a change. 
“What can he know of England who only 
England knows?” Mr. Kipling asked the 
question. Mr. Kipling is animperialist. He 
believes not in one England but®in many. 
He talks about the five nations. He is at 
‘home in Canada, in Australia, in India, and 
in South Africa as well asin England. He 
wants a cosmopolitan Englishman, an 
adaptable Englishman. 

Mr. Rhodes was a Kipling hero. And it 
was Mr. Rhodes who brought to Oxford 
the Americans whom the English papers 
“adaptable.” . 

Why is the American adaptable? There 
are two reasons. First, a new and infinitely 
variegated country. Second, democracy. 

The American may begin in Florida and 
end up in Colorado. He may begin in New 
Mexico and end up in Maine. He is the 
citizen of a country in which there is every 
possible kind of locality. Consider the 
difference between Minneapolis and Charles- 
ton. Then consider the difference between 
‘London and Liverpool. What goes in Lon- 
don usually goes in Liverpool. What goes 
in Minneapolis usually doesn’t go in Charles- 
ton. An American who isn’t adaptable is 
lost. 

This is a kaleidoscopic country. It is also 
a democratic country. An Englishman’s 
position makes it possible for him to do 
certain ‘things and to say certain things, ali 


‘accepted by the people he mects.” Not 
so with the American. If he goes out west 
among the cowboys he has to make good 
“according to cowboy standards. There is no 
background. Hence‘ our amusement when 
the traveling Englishman assumes by his 
attitude toward. clothes and ‘grammar that 
there is any*other criterion in life except 
what a man can do as he stands ad by him- 
self in nature. 


The American is so accustomed to dif-. 


ferent kinds of men and is withal so demo- 
cratic that when he goes to Oxford he amia- 
bly adopts all the high bred conventions of 
the place exactly as he would adopt all the 
less conventional conventions-of Deadwood. 


He plays the game that he is’‘playing. Eng- | 


lishmen could get just’a little bit of this and 
still be tolerable. 


THE WAR DURING THE WEEK. 

The week, which opened with the Russian 
army in full retreat from Mukden, closes 
with its fate in doubt. Monday and Tues- 
day Kouropatkin’s divisions had es- 
eaped death or capture arrived at Tieling, 
where reserve supplies and a fortified posi- 
tion awaited them. On .Wednesday the 
Russian army was driven out of Tieling. 
The remaining stores were burned, many 
guns abandoned, and the retreat resumed. 


Since then nothing has been heard from 


the army. 

St. Petersburg, naturally, is filled with 
alarming rumors. It is reported that the 
railroad has been cut at Changtufu, forty 
miles north of Tieling; that there are strong 
Japanese columns east and west of the 
railroad even farther to the north; thatthe 
Russian forces have been driven into the 
hills east of the railroad and. are trying to 
reach Kirin or Vladivostok; that they are 
without food, ammunition, and artillery. 

There are no dispatches; official] or other- 
wise, to confirm or deny these sensational 
reports. The last telegram recéived at St. 
| Petersburg from Changtufu was dated at 
4 a. m. Thursday. 

The week's dispatches added a few details 
to the sum of Russia’s disaster at Mukden, 
The war office at Tokio estimated the Rus- 
sian force engaged in the battle of Mukden 
at 876 battalions of infantry, 178 squadrons 
of ‘cavalry, 171 batteries of artillery, or a 
total of 327,500 men and 1,368 guns. 

“Field Marshal Oyama reported the cap- 
ture of 40,000 prisoners. His armies 
counted 26,500 dead. He estimated the 
Russian ‘wounded at 64,500. This total of 
130,000 casualties reduced the effective Rus 
sian force to 197,500 men—all that got safely 
through to Tieling. St. Petersburg reports 
eredit Linevitech—who has succeeded Kour- 
opatkin—with 268,000 men, the figures be- 
ing achieved by including the railway guards 
and the Fourth: army which has 
arrived at Harbin. 

‘This force of 268,000 men, badly cauiedie. 
short of supplies, is retreating before a force 
of perhaps fully. double its strength. If 
Linevitch can extricate it or even the greater 
part. of it, he will convince the world that 
Russian militarism is not all bound up in j. 
inefficiency. 

At a council of war-held at Tsarskoe Selo 
Tuesday it was resolved to send a new army 
of 400,000 men to the far east and to con- 
tinue the,war. 
called, practically in disgrace, and Gen. 
Linevitch placed in command.’ The war 


party apparently is still in power at St. 


Petersburg. 
There are disturbing indications that Rus- 


sia’s credit is reaching a limit. The refusal. 


of the French syndicate to contract for a 
fresh loan of $125,000,000 has caused un- 
easiness in St. Petersburg. At Paris’it is 


stated vaguely that.the loan has only been 


postponed. In St. Petersburg it'is insisted 
the loan will be made within ten days. The 
proposal of the Russian minister of finance 
that the banks of St. Petersburg float an in- 
ternal loan of $100,000,000 has. not been 
well received. Still, it would be foolish to 
assume that Russia has reached the limit of 
her resources. The fact that her gold re- 
serve still stands at $674,500,000 proves that 
the czar’s empire i is not penniless.:

They 
confer no distinction of discovery. The first 
wild flower is different. Far, far away, but 
within the reach of a nickel fare, on the 
sunny side of a ravine, nestling in a tangle 
of shrubs, that flower is ready to reward its 
first suitor. You can’t sit down and order it 
produced. You must go out and get it. 

Year after year, no matter who is elected 
to office, while the captains and the kings 
depart, the first wild flower rears its head 
amid its yet desolate surroundings to say 
that the sap of life is still the same in this 
old, old world. The important man should 
commune with the wild flower. It will tell 
him things that his subordinates don’t. It 
will associate with him on terms of equality. 
It is part of the deep-down thing of which 
he is another part, and it springs up and blos- 
soms whether he is looking or not. 


THE “SURE THING.” 

Another “get rich quick” concern has 
run its race and is in the hands of a re- 
ceiver. Speculation in cotton was its spe- 
cialty, and investors were assured that the 
company had devised a system which en- 
abled it to make money whichever way the 
market went. Therefore the managers of 
the company felt themselves justified in 
promising large profits ranging from 36 to 
70 per cent annually. Such promises are 
alluring to men and women who have been 
drawing only 3 or 4 per cent on their sav- 
ings. 

The company employed ministers, school 
teachers, and insurance agents as its solic- 
itors, and paid them a 10 per cent commis- 
sion. They did a large business in New 
| Jersey, Pennsylvania, and New York. At 
first dividends were paid promptly, and the 


‘number of investors increased. But in the 


course of time the attention of a Philadel- 
phia paper was called to this speculative 
concern and it began a campaign of expo- 
sure which has ended in the appointment 
of a receiver, who finds it much easier to 
discover liabilities than assets.

A sack coat raises no objec- 
tions to a seat in the gallery, but the “ swal- 
low tail” protests that it feels out of place 
there, and that if it can’t loll in a box, it at 
least must not be taken above the ground 
floor.

E utterance of the beatitudes is ended;

One of the most common 
mistakes is that of supposing that all re- 
quired of: man is that he shall indorge these 
doctrines. Jesus little cares whether we in- 
dorse them or not, so long as we learn to do 
them. There were already plenty who could 

yze his teachings; he wanted men and 
women to demonstrate them. Therefore, he 
called, not for lamps to carry the light of 
his truth, byt for lights, Hves burning with 
and Nving that truth. 

He became the light of the world by giv- 
ing a life to the world; so must all they who 
follow him. Light is life, and every life is a 
lightgiver. The life of the world depends 
not upon the number or the beauty of its 
lamps; it depends on the clear shining of its 
lights. The salvation of the world depends 
not on our orthodox thinking, nor upon 
our effective organizing, but upon our 
enlightening living. Men are anxious 
and distressed because the fashion in 
candlesticks changes; some have spent 
their whole lives trying to show how 
much better ls a brass candlestick than 
a glase one; they would redeem humanity by 
the shape ofthe lamp or the logic or the in- 
scription thereon. 

The hope of the world is in lareee things. 
It is nefther in pulpit nor in press; it is in 
the people; it is not in the church, but in 
character. There is no preaching that be- 
gins to be as powerful as personality, no 
logic like that of a life. There was a life 
that led men with its clear light before ever 
a creed was formally stated, and it will still 
be a life that shall lead them whether they 
remember their creeds or forget them. 

Lives are ever the world’s lights. We are 
what we are because of what others are. 
People persuade us more than any preaching. 
There have been lives that have sent their 
tongues of flame so high in air that men 
everywhere have lifted up their heads and 
rejoiced in the light. These have been the 
few. There have been the many, the lights 
shining day and night, like but little candles 
in many dark places; and the world may owe 
as much to these many lesser lights as to the 
few greater ones. 

The many little, apparently insignificant, 
lights, consisting of all these Christlike lives, 
shining together have turned darkness into 
day. We speak of the “ dark ages " and we 
believe that these are now the ages of light. 
The enlightening of the world, the end of those 
days of the darkness of sin, superstition, 
slavery, and sorrow, has come about because 
men have learned to lift up their heade to the [ 
great light of all lives; they then have learfied 
of him the duty of giving light. Under the 
inspiration of his life they could not be con- 
tent to enjoy selfishly the light of learning 
for themselves; he gave them the light of love 
as well as that of learning, and love taught 
men to give out their light, not for theirown 
adorning or glory but for the ieading and 
enlightening of all. 

Whether great or small, here is something 
no Man can escape; if he has a life he is some 
kind of a light. And they who profess to fol- 
low the light of all ives must be his kind of 
a light. He sends them into the world even 
as he came himself, to live a life. That is 
every man’s work. He cannot pay another 
to do his living, his shining for him. There 
is nothing’that can be accepted as a substi- 
tute for this. It is simple, so simple that men. 
ever seek more involved ways; the way to do 
the sublime work of saving the world is the 
simple way of living out always the best you 
know. 

Better is it to be a glowing tallow aip ina 
tin candlestick than a costly wax unwilling 
to burn even though set in a golden stand. 
Theré is no brilliance without burning; no 
enlightening without much loss, and the 
world is lifted by those lives that, like his, 
have never stopped to count thefr losses. 


“HYMNS YOU OUGHT TO KNOW | 
LEAD KINDLY LIGHT. 


‘BY CARDINAL JOHN HENRY NEWMAN. 


[John Henry Newman (London, Feb. 21, 1801— 
Edgbaston, Aug. 11, 1880), well known as a writer 
and an ecclesiastic, has yet found far greater fame 
as the author of this single hymn. He was edu- 
cated at Ealing and at Trinity, Oxford, and in 
1824 was ordained to the ministry in the English 
church. Twenty-one years later, after a long 
period of stress of mind and conflict with doubt, he 
went into the church of Rome. A particularly try- 
ing time of religious perplexity led to the writing 
of this hymn, which was first published as a 
poem, under the title, “‘ Light in Darkness.’’ 
Born of such an experience, it has become the 
hymn not only of those who wander in religious 
unrest, but of all who are in darkness of any kind. 
It is eung at by far the greater number of funerals, 
and its general use after great difasters, as in 
the services following the Iroquois fire, entitles 
it to be Known as our National Anthem of Consola- 
tion. Besides this, its catholicity of spirit has 
caused it to be sung In churches and gatherings of 
every sect and creed under thesun. It ts commonly 
sung to the tune, *‘Lux Benigna,”’ by J. B. 
Dykes. ]

OPULARITY in business life is the handmaid of 
proficiency. ‘Popularity in the office is not profi- 
ciency in the office, nor can it play the réle of pro- 
ficiency, which always is leading man in counting 
room dramas and always has the most important 
part on the stage of brokers and merchants. 

But, aside from skill in his work, nothing stands 
the oflice aspirant in better stead than popularity. 
In a certain sense his skill wins his place for him 
and holds his place for him, but in another sense 
his populatity can both secure and maintain, and 
even enhance, his business standing. 

There stepped into one of New York’s large pub- 
lishing firms some years ago a young man looking 
for an opening. There was no vacancy at the time, 

hor was any in sight. But so pleasing was his address, so winning his man- 

het, 80 persuasive his speech, that the management took time to consider 


case. 
’ They reasoned that while every position in their offices was filled at 


the moment, a day would come when some vacancy must occur, and that 
When such time would arise this was the sort of man they would like to 
have to fill it.

reader class. They’ are studying " Paglish.’ ” What they read is good. The 
literature that passes muster and is used in the high’ and grammar 
schools is of the best. But to me there is nothing in it better, more in- 
spiring, or that lends itself better to the uses of the school than the matter . 
that was bound into the old green McGuffey readers. 

The schools have changed, greatly changed.’ We—when we went to 
school—studied Englisi” and -elocution in combination. Now elocution, 
except for the specialists, is a lost art—relegated to the “debating so- 
cieties,” but I serionsly doubt if as great a taste for really good literature, 
for the really good in prose and poetry, is engendered by the present system 
as by the old. In those days every boy and girl read, read aloud, singly 
and “in concert,” from ‘the first up to the sixth reader, Burns, Gray, Long- 
fellow, Byron, Moore—grave, humorous, impassioned—were drilled into the 
school children. I'll wager that more orators were produced from Mc- 
Guffey’s fifth reader than from any class of elocution; that more love of 
true literature was born from the reading than from the elasses in “ Eng- 
lish ” in our schools of today. Stop any American born man on the streets 
today and ask him to recite the “ Village Blacksmith,” and it is almost 
certain that he will brace, feet apart, put one hand behind his back, and 
say: “ Under a spreading chestnut tree.”’ 

The old reader lessons stuck—and stuck fast. The “scholars” of 
those days may have recited like parrots at first, but what they read filtered 
deeper and deeper into their brains until the true conception of what they 
read dawned upon them, and I argue that if you impress the real beauty

all to be loykl, courteous, brave, upright, and frugal. In fact, above all 
things, the Japanese hold it is necessary to subdue “thy own self.” 
“ Self-mastery, the maintenance of equanimity of temper under terrible 
. conditions, presence of mind, composure under trying circumstances,” all 
these are considered necessary virtues for a Japanese noble. 

One of the first duties of Samurai education was to be courteous to all, 
so that each unit of society might be agreeable and delightful to the rest. 
“ Stoicism and politeness, apparently so far apart, are in reality brother 
and sister. He bears all that she may shine. Without her he is stolid, 
without him she is trivial,” so writes one of the most brilliant and learned 

of the Japanese professors of today. Courtesy is now rarely taught to 
children here as a necessary part of their education. Ugly tricks are sel- 
dom eradicated, or little rudenesses reproved. As has been truly said by a 
brilliant novelist— 

“Young people want airing, they want to be out’‘in the world to get 
ripe.” It is a eurious thing how little the importance of good manners is 


inculeated upon the rising generation, and yet from a worldly point good | 


manners open many doors. at fs 
Gentle consideration and a ‘modest bearing are singularly attractive 
even to the most worldly. The “ push ” of modern life is ugly, and always 
vulgar. Self-advertisement is not pretty, even when successful. To fiy 
sbove the vulgar flight of common souls is supremely rare in these days 
The material side of life is always with us, and a 
preacher is more than ever wanted to impress upon his hearers the im- 
portance of living a little in spiritual things, and not looking upon idealists 
as idle dreamers, in fact, of not belonging totally and entirely to the vulgar 
and to the commonplace. 
Lord Hill’s dying consolation was, “I have no enemies.” It was said 
of him that all men who knew him loved him, and that his nature was 
without jealousy, and that he, the “ Shropshire hero,” went through life 
courteous, tender, and pitiful. It is told of him that “ he never missed an 
opportunity of doing a kindness to any man, and always in such a manper 
that he seemed to be receiving the benefit and the recipient conferring it.” 
Discourtesy is brutality to the heart or soul of another. We have all 


ot many inventions. 


Skill, proficiency, pure and simple, does not always have the merchan- 
dising qualities which bring it before the public. It has excellent marked 
value, but it does not advertise itself. Popularity is an excellent advertising 
medium. It brings the producer and consumer together. It paves the way 
for sterner business. While it does not fall to the lot of every popular per- 
son to have an opening made for him in a large publishing house, it does 
every day fall to the lot of some person with the qualities that make for 
popularity to secure the work which an equally efficient person, wasting 
the other’s cheerful mien and glad hand, failed to get. 

“ He looks too glum. Fellows don’t like to have such a grumpy chap 
around. That is the only reason I ‘can see for his not holding down his 
jobs,” was the remark passed upon a youth of uncommon perseverance and 
adaptability, who was as gloomy and morose and complaining in temper 
as he was patient and clever in his work, and who was never known to 
retain his positions longer than three months. : 

Popularity is the ofl of the business machinery. The good cheer and 
good fellowship, the courtesy, sociability, and tact that render the popular 
person popular are the qualities that brighten and soften the crisp 


atmosphere of the counting house and introduce into it the harmonious ele- 


ments that make for comfort and coziness. 

When friendly relations exist between clerk and clerk, and between 
employer and clerk, business moves along smoothly and briskly without the 
friction that arrests enterprise and checks progress. No goad of necessity 
so stimulates the worker to his best endeavors as the spur that comes from

The girl graduates for the first thirty years 
Michigan's coeducational venture are used 
in this comparison. They are matched 
against.the twelfth census figures. Only tné 
first ‘thirty years of graduates were consid: 
ered because the more recent girls are not 
yet within the.age limits of this particular 
census death rate for women. Out of the 
first 1,184 to leave Michigan only 65 
have died. The cefsus death rate for woman- 
kind: in general for the same period of time 
is 228 out of every thousand.

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Laborer’s 
Chance Is 


Still Good.

HAT chance has the common labor. 
ingman? 

The writer has asked this question 
of half a dozen men who are bat- 
tling with the problem of labor as 

foremen, superiatendents, employers, or 
labor officials. Here are som of the answers, 
tersely put: 

“A good chance to make living wages as 
long as he is able te work.” 

“For the great number, no chance: for 
the exception, and the average is something 
like one to a thousand, fortune emilées her 
brightest.” 

“ No chanee for the average Jaboring man; 
the exceptions camnot be’counted eg of, and 
part of, the great masses.” 

“The chance to win in the world that any 
man hes who strives his best, not only to de 
the work before him to the bést of his ability 


but to improve himself as he grows, The 


fe.. that he ts without a trade or regular 
occupation in the higher grades does not miti- 
gate against the laborer at all.”

These answers are so varied, so expressive 
of either hope or despair, that the observer 
is prompted to believe that each is inspired 
by the disposition of the man who uttered 
it, and a man’s disposition eftenest ie formed 
by the treatment the world has accorded 
him. An optimist will insist that there is 
hope for éverybedy forever; the pessimist 
is apt to view all phases of the world with 
the eye of a misanthrope, Yet the fact 
that only one man, and he a labor offeial, 
sees no hope of betterment for the common 
laboring man, and that at least 


stands on an equal plane with most workers 
when it comes to starting the climb after 
success, would indicate that the

In making this statement it is, of course, 
not intended to include the mass of the dense- 
ly ‘gnorant, undeveloped. foreign immigrant 


laborers. As a factor in American labor the 


recently immigrated foreign worker is@ class 
separate and distinct from what may be 
termed the average American laborer. Heis 
not, and will not for one or twe generations, 
be fitted to struggle on even terms with the 
native workman. 

Eliminating him from the ranks of the 
laborers leaves the class as a whole composed 
of good citizens. Most of them have some 
kind of an education, Many have excellent 
early training. Few of them may be called 
ignorant, using the word in the accepted 
sense. It is this class that must be considered 
when one is asked the question: Has the 
laborer a chance? 

Just what his chances for success are can 
only be estimated after deciding what suc- 
cess means and what position and wealth a 
man must acquire before he can be called suc- 


cessful. Bven the man most enthusiastic 


over the common worker's epportunities for 
rising must admit the pinnacles of success are 
hardly for him. While there are instances 
ef a laboring man who has worked up, 
through the weary maze of defeat and de- 
spair, te pesitions of preéminence in the 
world, the great number will be better off to 
accept cheerfully the fact that their position 
does much to preclude the possibility of rising 
to the extreme top 7 


Success Is Relative Condition, 

Better for the laborer to be satigfied with 
hope of a moderate success and bend all his 
energies to the acquisition of this than to 
shoot at the stars and lose all chance of hit- 
ting the things beneath. — 

“If a laboring man can save enough money 
to set himself up in some little business 
where he will be his own boss, where he will 
make a litth more money than it eosts him 
to raise his family, and where he will be 
patisfied, he is, in my estimation, a success- 
ful man,” said an employer of labor whe, by 
mixing common sense and generosity tn bis 
treatment of his men, has made them all his 
friends, “A laboring man can hardly e-- 
pect to become a great statesman, a great 
captain of industry, a financier, or a great 
merchant. A few laboring men have become 
seme of these things, but they were freaks— 
exceptions not to be considered in a general 
discussion of the question.

Lacks Necessary Knowledge. ™ 
“The fact that a man has been unable to 
get anything better to do than common 
labor up to his majority proves that the 
average laborer, because of lack of training, 
education, or ability, is not equipped for the 
highest positions unless, of course, he de- 
velops exceptionally later in life. But a 
perfect acceptance of this fact need not be 
a discouragement te (his class of worker.

John D. Rockefeller once worked as a rousta- 
bout on a river steamboat, and Andrew Car. 
negle shoved coal into a furnace in Pitts- 
burg. There are others from the ranks of 
laborers who have won the highest industrial

However, the laboring man having these 
men thrust before him as examples is apt 
to scoff, He is perfectly justified in doing so, 
fer he knows that his chances for ever at- 
taining anything like the eminence of Rocke- 
feller, Carnegie, or Hill are essentially theo- 
retical. It can be done—but where is the 
demonstrator who will work out his theory? 

But from this scoffing point of view it is 
well for the jaborer to turn and consider his 
chances for working into something which, 
while not in any way to be designated with 
the word great, will yield him a fair measure 


of wealth and content. And no son of man 


ever spelled “ success “ in better terms than 
this,

1877, he has seen the city increase twenty 
times over in population almost without an 
absence ma 

One of the’ tangles which came with the 
first great business-in advertising appeals 
to him new as characteristic of the state 
of advertising in general in those days. 
Fer the first time In the history of the paper 
mere advertising had come tn than the plans 
for the paper could consicer. The question 
was whether to print all advertising and no 
news or whether to print all the news and 
as much of the advertising as possible. An 
appeal wus taken to the editer,jand the de- 
cision was to throw out the advertisements 
until the news might be accommodated to 
the best advantage under the circumstances. 
In this manner Tur TRIBUNE appeared that 
Sunday morning, but with tt came the an- 


-nouncement that on the next Sundey THE 


TRIBUNE would have fifty pages, that all 
a@vertisere weuld have a show in it, but the 
request was made that as far as possible 
the advertising copy needed to come in early 
in the week In order to make space and inser- 
tion sure.

about thé empléyér’s biisineds, strengthening 
it tenfold with each succeeding whirl. Every 
successful! politician understands the value of 
winning -ohe man, because with him he 
wins a colony. successful em- 
ployer -works on the same” principle. 
Secondly, those who pféceed on the theory 
that employés are mere machines of a higher 
grade, which cease to produce the moment 
the belt is thrown off. They seldom succeed 
in building up a business, 

The former attitude toward the employé 
is not advised from the standpoint of justice, 
or philanthropy, or common humanity, but of 
common séenge and business principles of the 
highest order. The most cold blooded mag- 
nate would adopt the former method because 
he knows it is better business. The ¢lose- 
fisted miger will prefer the more intelligent 
method because it means miore monéy to him 
in the end.

The machine stops, the merchant takes 
out an apparently blank card, addresses.it 
to John Jones, Boston, and mails it. John 
Jones gets the card, places it in his ma- 
chine, touches a button, and hears what his 
friend in New York has tosay. The postal 
cards are retailed at 10 cents each, but the 
machines come higher. 

Another marvelous device is a newspaper 
or circular mailing machine. The newspa- 
pers or circulars are laid flat In a huge pile 
at one end of the machine and the motor 
turned on. The machine takes the printed 
matter, one piece at a time, folds, wraps, 
pastes, stamps, and addresses it, and delivers 
it into a mail bag at the other end. The firm 
which has control of the invention has its ma« 
chine in a large office building connected 
with a mail tube and could keep half the 
postmen in that district carrying mail away 
from it.

_ Typewriting, of course, was a huge advance 
over the pen, but typewriting is a slow and 
costly process, and the circular letter which 
looks as if it were typewritten but is not 
took its place. Probably 200 men grasped the 
mimeograph idea at once and began invent- 
ing, and they invented scores of machines 
that are now on the market. The mimeo- 
graph, however, failed to convince voters, for 
instance, that their congressman was writ- 
ing them personal letters, so the inventors 
got busy again, and they turned out many 
machines that do work similar to the mimeo- 
graph, only so near like typewritten and 
personally signed letters that they are hard 
to detect. 

- One of these machines looks like an ordl- 
nary job printing press. The type is set just 
as is the type used in a press, except that 
the signature and address are different and 
printed in different colored ink. The ad-

Mechine Makes Change. 

A Chicago man has invented what he calls 
an “automatic cashier,’’ which is just what 
he calls it. This machine threatens to put 
the “ short change” artist out of business, 


and prevent any possibility of error on the. 


part of cashiers who hand out huge quan- 
titles of cash. each day to customers. 

The inventor is afraid to claim that his 
machine will put the pretty’ girl cashiers 
in restaurants and hotels out of position, but 
be claims it will enable any one to make 
change correctly without thinking, and may 
thus enable the restaurants to hire even 
prettier girls to preside behind the counters 
and draw trade, besides giving them more 
time to converse with the customers. 

This machine makes change automatically. 
A customer who owes a 73 cent bill hands in 
$5. The cashier drops the check and the 
bill into the machine, pushes a button, and 
from out of $4.27. 


Multiply Without Brains. . 

The “ mechanical professors of mathemat- 
ics,” of which there are a dozen or more in 
constant use, do sums that would make the 
ordinary man dizzy, without the slightest 
thought. All of them, save the simplest, 
not only add up huge columns of figures but 
subtract, multiply, and divide with equal 
facility, juet as rapidly as the operator 
touches the keys. Some of the special ma- 
chines, manufactured for insurance compa- 
nies, the government departments, and for 
expert accountants, perform immenee works 
in arithmetic, and do sums with a speed and 
accuracy that would astound old fashioned 

educators,

The census department of the United’ States 
has a machine that compiles: statistics, and 
this machine. has been copied by the census 
departments of many governments. The 
machine records upon specially prepared 
cards certain facts, and then tabulates them 
mechanically. This device has proved such 


a success that it has been adopted by many . 


of the great railway systems for the classi- 
fication of their freight businese and for cal- 
culating and classifying accounts. The cards 
are punched with small holes and they are 
fed into a pin box. Each hole is of a dif- 
ferent size unless the classification is the 
same. 

When the cards are fed into the pin box 
the automatically governed pins find their 
way into the proper hole—and the facts on 
‘the card are registered and the figures put 
down automatically. These cards are fed 
into the:machine at the rate of one to the 
second and the machine never makes an er- 
ror. If the wrong card is fed into the ma- 
chine it stops, refuses to accept the card, 
and runs up a little sign announcing a mis- 
take. |

The mystery ts all the more profound because no one on 
board the Armadale Castle seemed to have noticed whether 


the fish had a dorsal fin or not. There is considerable doubt, 


too, as to its tail. Was it horizontal, or was it perpendicular? 
Sketch Resembles Strange Shark. 


The sketch of the fish made by Capt. Robinson seems to 
bear some resemblance to the smooth hound shark. The de- 
scription of the shark bears a decided likeness to the mon- 
strosity run into by the Armadale Castle. The jaws, insfead 
of being studded with rows of sharp and knifelike teeth, are 
supplied with two rounded projections on which the flat 
topped teeth are set closely together like the stones of a 
mosaic. In color it is pearly gray, and above the lateral line, 
which in this species is strongly marked, the body is deco- 
rated with small, round white spots, the under part being «4 
whitish yellow. 

If the beast was a shark, however, it must have been the 
“largest shark in the seas, for a shark fifty-five 
would be a monster, indeed. 


Was lt the Sea Serpent? 


Lastly, it might have been a sea serpent. If it was, it is 
a pity—for the fish as well as for the world of science—that its
